A LATE DEPARTURE 


After procrastinating for weeks. Presi- 


dent Coolidge has finally fired Mr. Daugh- 
erty. In all justice to the president, the 
conclusion forces itself that he would 
ihave acted long ago had he not been

of political consequences.

think his judgment in this respect was in 
error, for he has suffered more damage 
from keeping Daugherty than any possi- 
ble injury Daugherty could have done 
liim in retaliation. In getting rid of his

king bees of the reign of normalcy. 
Daugherty was a great political power in 
the days of '20, and Fiayed a hand in the 
nomination of Harding that will probably 
never be fully revealed, although it is 
possible the senate investigating commit- 
tee has skated pretty close to it. So great 
a power was Daugherty that Harding had 
to nominate him for attorney-general to 
pay a political debt.
